yet we seem to miss the usual June crop of 
rimours, Are.we to believe that China has 
had enough of it; and she is imitating the 
policy of the coon, who cornered in the tree 
politely asked the huntsman not to shoot— 
he would come down? Last June the 
nalious of Europe, aghast at: the. outbreak 
of barbarism in the North, when they had 
«ume to thé conclusion to send troops to 
Peking, one and all looked upon the settle- 
. Ment of the Chinese affair as a thing easy of 
accomplishment,’ They had only to send 
Kome tuenty or thirty thousand troops, the 
Chinese would net show: fight, ond in a 
month or two the whole would. be settled, 
ihe instigators of the outrages punished, 
and the country started on a course of 
reform. After twelve months of success the 
Powers are just 2s anxious now to get out 
of Peking as they were then to get in, and 
of the hopeful programme then held up for 
our admiration not one item has been ac: 
complished. . The vis tuertizo of three hun- 
dred millions has proved top much for the 
united‘arms of Europe, and: like a panib- 
stricken flock of sheep, it has proved more 
dangerous to itself than to the shepherds. 
China has for the nonce won her immediate 
end, but she has done so ‘by the utter 
absence of all those principles of self. 
restraint without which no nation can con- 
tinue to exist as a power. No one who has 
-seen the conduct of a flock of sheep, when 
the buildings on the eheopeote have taken 
fire,-can fail to note the analogy with the 
_-action of the Chinese in the present crisis, 
In such 2 case the first impulse’of the flock 
is to rush into the midst of the fire, not- 
withstanding ull the efforts of the shepherds 
to keep them out of harm's way. Each 
individual sheep seems possessed with a 
demon of self-destruction, and ' will take 
advantage of the firat opportunity to rush 
into the furnace ; and seeing one escape the 
shepherd, the others will blindly fullow ite 
example, und probably by sheer. weight 
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sucesed in forcing a pasaagé through their 
protectors. ‘This i ery much what’ has 
been taking plage in’ China, .- 'Phé-people . 
and their rulers’ see with their physical 
eyes the danger, yet individually and collec- 
tively they.ave so dazed by panic ‘that, like 
unfortunate sheep, their impulse is to rush 
straight “for the ull-devouring loment. 
There are those amongst the onlockera who 
would gladly come td the reseue;.hut they 
are borne down by the mere weight: of 
numbers, and in Spite of the experience of 


seeing their follows one ly one caught in the . 


Humes and overcome by the most horrible 


of deaths, they Lave to stand by while the, 


whole flock immolates itself. It is thus 
that amidst the panic the only measures that 
command a temporary healing are these that 
lead to still’ further ruin; and the. only 
statesmen who can obtain’a hearing are 
those whose advice is the most suicidal. 
The eunuch Tr Lerenyrxa, the incapable 
and. discredited Lu Cavan Lry, the purblind 
Li Huna-crana, who can only seo Moscow ; 
—these are the men whose example leads the 
nation on to destruction : while others like 
Liv Kune-Y1, even the aged Wan Wana-

They searched the house, and ak roof the 
complainant found a chopper, which he handed 
over toa Chinese constable, The complainant, 
Mr. Pollock explained, did not profess to be 
able to idontify any of the robbers, but ovidence 
would be brought forward by tha prosecition 
-to show that the defendant was connected with 
the choppor. One of the Crown witnesses was 
a discksmith carrying on Vosiness in Kowloon, 
and he would tol! the jury that ho sold the 
chopper. to the. defendant on lith May— 
the night of the attempted robbery—at six or 
seven o'clock, some two or threa hours before 
the affair took place. Tbe defendanthad denivd 
that hegotaally bought the chopper, but. ho 
appeared .on his own showing to have been in 
the -shop when it was - purchased, The 
jury would also have to consider the fact 
that when ho was arrested—two days after 
the attempted larceny—the defendant was 
wearing a pair of trousers which. had stain of 
blood upon them.

These mon are ostensibly employed (so they 
chim) by varions Japanese firms, while in faet 
they are nothing but Ship Street runneis, the 
seam of Japan, living ou the earnings of their 
unfortunate countrywomen residing in. that 
loculify, and between times making. thomselyes 
ax obnoxious aM thay possibly can to the 
respectable classes of the colony. 

This thing ought to be stepped, for the 
Government has the power,, and ought to 
oxercise it, of deporting such undesirably sojour- 
ners from the colony. Insteak of fining 
these vagrants when arrested ‘on some 
misdemeanour, the magistritey ought to 
be - instructed to deport. them, since 
the Japanese Consul seems unaware of their 
oxistoned. In Shanghai the Japanese Consul 
will aot even ullow his countrywomen of light 
character to setile thore. Here we have not 
only thom, but their agents. I- think this 
matter. ought to be looked into by the .authori- 
ties.

The recent discoveries of gold at Leith

formerly covered by eld. dilapidated buildings, 
Lat, some years-ago, under the Leith improve- 
ment schome, thase buildings were cleured 
away.

The soil’is of a sandy 
nature, and the previous metal was found in 
particles embedded in soft friable stone under

Local jeulogists. were ununimons in tho 
opinion that there is nothing in tho strate of 
the neightourhcod to indicata ‘the presence 
of ouriferous deposits, Though compelled to 
admit that. gold h d actually been*found, . they 
were at a loss to‘explain its presences, and could 
only look upon it xs somo freak of naturg. 

A: gontiemun who has written ‘several works 
of local historical and antiquarian interest gave 
an explanation, which is considerod the most 
feasible yet put forward. There is a tradition 
that about 200 year ago a then well-known 
local man, George Heriot, importad séveral 
cargoes of ballast ia which golt was found, and 
out of which he made 4 considerable fortune. 
‘It is known that the ballast was pat down in 
the neighbourhood where the recont discoveries 
have been made, und it is ronjectured that it is 
this ballast Which is now being qwearthed. It 
is quite likely that, with the primitive méthods 
then in vogue, all the gold may not have been

U.S. COALING STATIONS. 
eer pn 
| A Washingtion despatch says :—The ‘policy: 
of our Government us to acquiring coaling and 
naval stations in foreign countries diffors 
according to the nations cone:rned, . In. Cuba, 
we have been making a point of’ having.a comm- 
plete cession of teruitory in each instunee, 50 
thaé there shall be no clond upon our national 
sovereignty. But wo have coaling stations in, 
-Japen und Mexico, and in neither have we any 
actual ownership of the:soil. : ; 

The Japanese station is at Nagasaki. Its 
history goes back to 1866, when, in‘ response to 
tho demands of some .of the leading nations of 
the West, the Mikado's Government sat apart 
a strip of land for a foreign concession, dividing 
it into lots or parcelg for the sevoral Powers 
interseted, und handing over two of thesa to 
the United States. “Japan did not vest ‘the 
actual title in us,but gave uy what is known 
as: 3% “permanent lease," with ‘all. the in- 
signia of sovereignty, and subject ouly to 
a bowinal ground-rent,'amonnting to about 
560 a year.in our money. Tho sole condition 
under which the leas@eould-lapse would ba ont 
refasal or neglect to pey the rent. Haviny no. 
iinmediste use for the aste, the Government has, 
until lately. permitted the Pacitic Mail Steam- 
ship Company to cocupy it-—the Company. 
relieving ‘the Government ‘of the annual pay-. 
ment. The Spanish War ‘convinced our naval 
authorities that we nesded “coaling stations all 
over-the world ; so the Steamship-Company was 
notified of the suspension of its privilege, and 
the Government procaeded to tit up the quarters 
‘for the coal: ©.” 

It cannot be saill’that the Jepanese Gorern- 
mont has regarded our latest move with much 
enthusiasm, Japan has coal to sell, but it is in- 
ferior to ours in quality, and costa a good: deal 
more, measured by. effectivenass as fuel... Mer-. 
chentmen .can use it, sometimes under their 


war. We find it.chesper in the. end to cond our 
own coal over the long sea. route to Nagasals, 
pay Japanese duties on it, maintain costly 
stommge facijities, and ta%e upon ourselves the 
labour snd expense of loading and unloading, 
thin to buy the product of the Japanceo ‘mines 
atfirst hand.

A rough shed was thrown together, the 
coal was brought around tho Cape as convenisnt 
and dumped there, and s watchman hired at 
nioilerate compousation to keep his eye on the 
property. -As the cos! was authracite, no 
weather-tight housing was needed for it. 

Hero again the war with Spain emphasized 
the need of something more. ambitious in the 
way of  coaliuy station. Bofore spending any 
money, however, our Government decided to 
procure from the Government of Mexico somo 
recognition of tho rights of tha United States 
in the promises where the coal was stored, ‘he 
negotiations wore long and tedious. ‘The Moxi- 
cays looked with suspicion upon any project 
for our acquisition of territory from hey’ for’ 
martial purposes. Every . overture of the 
Department of State wes mot by some pretext 
for postponing consideration of the subject, 
bnt our representatives kept their tempers 
and patiently picked up the threads 
of correspondence whenever the . Mexicans 
dropped them. At last a bargain was closed; 
and the federal-nuthorities of Mexico gave the 
same consent that the local authorities had 
yiven nearly dozen years before. In this 
instance, ax.at Naguseki, the terms of the con- 
cession ure such that we are substantially 
soversign of the little patch of soil covered by 
onr naval coslyard; and, as Moxico has no 
navy, it probably qwonld pot be much of an 
undertaking, if trouble should over arise 
between the two republics, to run into Picha- 
linque Bay ani seize our coal by force. Still

-now. Before sucha broach ocenrs, we may 
Jhqye gradually acquired all the rights we can 
mauke uny usy of, : 

In tho caso of Cuba, it is said in behulf of the 
Administration, thut the conditions would not 
permit of our obtaining our naval and coaling 
piutions by degrees.

A MILLIONAIRE’S HOBBIES, 
Probably no more interesting personality has 
been brought before the public for many years 
than. that’ of: the late Sir William Cuntiffo 
Brooks, against whose estate of some £3/49.000 
claims are being made to the extent of £800,000, 
As willbe remembered, the case is now being 
tried in Edinburgh, by which the claimants 


{aro endeavouring to prové that his chief 


residence wos Glen Tuna, near-Aderdeon. 
Tu.,1874, Sir William Brooks was called to 
the Bar, At the death of his grandfather, 
however, he relinquished his practice and be- 
came a partaor in the great banking firm -which 
Wears the family name, In 1879, the celebrated 
Glon Tana estates first came inte prominence 
and it would seem that many of his Inter 
eccontricities showed promise of thoir future 
appearance - soon after ho ‘acquired — the 
property, Proporly. spelt, the second’ word 
of * Glen Tana”-takes a final “‘r.” “But to 
suit his English ideas as to the fitness of such 
matters, ho deeroed that this" should be 
struck off. When Sir Willinm first rented the 
property from Lord Huutly. the house was 
meroly a small fishing-box. So ho immodiately” 
sot to work, and practicsHy rebuilt it, pulling 
down a great deal of small property to muke 
room for the new manor, From that time to 
the date of his death, 200 workmen were con- 
stantly employed’ in turning the one-time 
wildorness into a maguiticent place of residence. 
According te Sir William’s own estimate, be 
spent regularly £20000 a year upon the pro- 
pecty ; and this, oxclusivo of the £150,000 which 
ig stated as haying heen the initial price of the 
purchase.’ In plave of the cottages which he 
‘destroyed, othors, replete with every moiern 
convenience, had to. be. erected; the course. of 
the river was: deflected. to form . miniature 
lukex and cascades; troos were planted, and 
in‘one case £19,000 were paid by the eceattric 
wilionnire for tho “ wood ” of a forest so that 
by their heeoming his property the trastocs 
would be nnable to sell them to timber mer- 
chanix to be cut'down. In short, the whole 
of the neighbouring countryside has under- 
gona complete transformation at his hands. 
Even the deer-foreat hus not csenped “im. 
provement.” Within quite « short time of 
his occupation Sir William encircled its vast 
limits with a wire. fence: seven feot in height, 
which was constructed in such 2 way as to 
allow.deor to entur, but not to leave it. Among 
his tenants he was exceedingly popular. ‘To 
their trifling troubles ho. xoems. to have lent 
axympathetic ear. “He oven went.so far us to 
keop himself fully informed as to thoir condition 
when vither in London or upon_tha Continent, 
To enable him to do this, he established a 
system of secret espionaye, paying gillies und 
Keepers weekly wages for this parpoke. Sums 
thus expended ho. invariably termed in his 
chegne-book * spectacle money.” An instance 
of this has come to light daring the recent 


: liligution, in which the man referred to acted 


as piper, curpenter, clerk of the works, and 
general inanuyer combined. In addition to his 
sulary of nearly £3 0 week, he was given £200 
yeuras “birthday money,” £15 for acting as 
organist in the private chapel, and £10 as 
“spectacle money.” “He was never so huppy as 
when stalking in tho deer-forests, accompanined 
by his favourite keeper, Donald Mackintosh. 
And of these two men, several amusing an- 
ecdotes are told. One of them relates’ how 
Mackintosh found a big rock inthe Tana waters, 
and said to Sir William that ho wonld very much 
liko to haveit placed upon his grave when ho died. 
As the samo idea had already ocenrred to Sir 
William, -he onnounced that “ Mastors should 
come first and servants afterwards.” The 
keeper, with the orstomary license of old re- 
tainers, promptly disputed the point, and after 


.@ lengthy argument, induced his master to 


agree that the first ono to die should have the 
stone. Poor “Mas” died first, and the rock 
now forms the head-stona of his grave. As 
further illustrating the relations which existed 
betwoon these two, the story is recorded of an 
incident which happened while they were 
travelling in the Far East. Upon the quay 
where they had landed, Sir William suddenly 
stopped short and asked, Donald whether 
he had any. money in his pockets, 
yea,” replied the unsuspecting gillie, pulling 
oat a hendful of gold and silver from his pocket. 
“Hero's: as muckle as'll dee for o day or twa.”

warning, flung out his hand and seattered the 
coins over the quayside to the. evident conster. 
nation of his canny companion, Nor did he 
loso ihe. opportunity of reading him a lng 
lesson on tho foolishness of thus wantonly 
oxposing one's: wealth to the gaze of possible 
criminal eyes, Sundays seem to have been the 
customary days for Sir “Willisin Brooks’ tour 
of inspection around the property.

Mr. Foster, who. haa’ bean cretary of State 
aud Ministet in Russia and elsewhere, haa long 
boen notorious for his enmity to’ Englund, and 
is vkilled in that type of diplomucy which is, 
nore romarkabls for shrewdnoss than. soruplo. 
Ho now saya that it is idle to contend that a 
nation of 76,000,000 persona is bound’ by a 
treaty made when it uumbered only 23,000,000, 
The maintennnee of -the Monroe doctrine 
requires the ubrogation of the treaty. England, 


United States, has had ample notios that’ tho 
United States intend to violate the treaty, and 
cannot, therefore, complain, ‘I'he country has 
determined that the Clayton convention shall 
not obstruct the canul, Tho rejection of ‘the 
Senate's amendments to the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty by England puts an end to all: hops: of 
agreement, and the United States must now go 
ahead regardiess of England. ;

Nicaragua seoms to be excited by the reports 
that this Government is considering the pur- 
chase of Panama.
